the production at suit coal shows no 
further increase, says the 
United 


States Geological Survey. From the 
returns so far received it is unlikely 
that the output of the present week 
iwill equal that of last week. Produc- 
tion of anthracite remains practically 
zero. / 


The revised, figures ror the sixth. 


•wttSs. ol the strike, ilay S-1S, indicate 
4,421,000 tons vof biiuntlnous coal and 
7,000 tons of anthracite. Up to the 
close of the sixth weeCc the total out- 
put since the strike began was 23,526,- 
000 tone of Bituminous coal and 39,000 
tons of anthracite, a grand total of all 
co»i at 23,865,000 tons. It is signifi- 
cant to compare this feature with the 
output in. the corTespoading period of 
the 1919 striSe, At that time the 
anthracite mines wero working to 
capacity and the 11,816,000 tons which 
they produced, added to 
29',339;000 


tons contributed by the bituminous 
mines which remained in operation, 
gave a total for toe sii -weeks of 41.- 
145,000 tons. Measured against the 
supply at newly mdn;d coal in the 
earlier strike, the present strike is 
thus some 17,000,000 tons behind. 


During the week. May 8-13, 
the 


seventh week of the strike, production 
has so far not equalled that of the 
sixth week. A temporary decrease on 
Tuesday was followed by an increase 
on "Wednesday, but oa no day this 
•week have loadings thus tar equalled 
.the high point of the week before. 


The record of production therefore 


suggests no marked changa in

number of men on strike. No further

Washington county has the second 


largest reserve of bituminous coal in 
the state" according to a preliminary 
report prepared by tbe Bureau of To- 
pographic "and1 Geological Survey ot 
the Pennsylvania Department at In.- 
ternal Affairs and made pufclic by Dr. 
George H. Ashley, state geologist- 
Five beds in the county are considered 
of economic value and the quantity of 
,coal in the ground has been calculated 
for each of the beds. The five coals, 
in the order ot their present import- 
ance as shipping coals, are Pittsburg, 
Redstone, 
"Waynesburg, "!7asllington 


and PreeporL 


Because 
of. the 
irr&gularity and 


many partings of the Redstone, "Wash- 
ington and "Waynesfaurg coals, it is be- 
lieved that the Freeport bed will yield 
a larger output than any if these when 
the Pittsburg bed has been exhausted 
and necessity demands the develop- 
ment of deep lying beds. 


The 
accessibility 
o£ Redstone, 


XVaynesburg and "Washington coals for 
local use makes them more important 
than the Freeport coal at the present 
time but if assumptions as to unbrok- 
en continuity of this bed throughout 
the county are correct, the Freeport 
coal can be considered as second in 
importance for future commercial use."" 
OthJo coals a-re mined for local use 
.but as the beds are very small and 
little is_known ot their .extent and 
thickness, they are not included fn- 
the computation of reserves. 


The computations made for "Wash- 


ington county show that there is re- 
coverable within the county borders a 
total of 5,481,680,000 sho'rt tons of bi- 
tuminous Coal. 
Of this total, there 


are 3,516,860,000 tons of Pittsturs 
coal; 88,000,000 tons of Redstone coal; 
668,380,000 tons of Waynesburg coal; 
212,540,000 1ons of "WasWoglon coal 
and 995,900,000 tons ot Freeport coal. 


•Washington county has been for 


many years one of the most important 
coal producers in Pennsylvania. 
It 


contains approximately 40 per c«at of 
the Pittsburg coal reserves in th& 
state. 


Although only five beds Save been 


considered in tha reserve computa- 
tions, thers are in reality 30 coal beds 


j in the county but many of them are 


only a few inches thick.
